U.S., Soviets agree 
on Jewish emigration 


W ASHINGTON (U P I) - The Soviet 
Union has agreed with the United States 
to allow at least 60.000 Jews and other 
unhappy 
residents 
to 
leave 
Russia 
annually, Sen. Henry M 
Jackson, D- 
Wash , said today after a meeting with 
President Ford 
Jackson 
said 
the 
‘ h is to ric ” 
agreement, under which Russia would 
begin increasing visas for an estimated 
130,000 persons who have asked to leave 
the Communist nation, will result in 
quick passage of a trade bill granting the 
U S S R “ most favored nation" status. 
The agreement provides that Russia 
consider visa requests on a first come, 
first served 
basis —especially from 
persons released from jail —and end a 
high emigration tax, Which stripped 
many of those allowed to leave of their 
belongings. 
Jackson predicted at a White House 
press conference that the omnibus trade 
bill, which he almost personally has tied 
up in Congress, will get quick approval 
when 
lawmakers 
return 
from 
a 
campaign recess and will become law 
before Christmas. 
One Israeli diplomat applauded the 
agreement, saying, “ This is a great step 


forward. This will be greeted in Israel 
with tremendous pleasure.” 
The “ historic understanding in the 
area of human rights" was outlined in 
signed 
letters 
exchanged 
between 
Jackson and Secretary of State Henry A. 
Kissinger, the senator said. 
It 
is the 
result of two years of 
negotiations 
between 
Jackson, 
the 
administrations of Presidents Nixon and 
Ford and the Soviet Union. 
“ This is really a great development in 
human rights in relations with the Soviet 
Union," Jackson said. 
The agreement will apply not only to 
Jews who seek to em igrate but to other 
Soviet nationals as well. 
Jackson said the agreement provides 
that the Soviet emigration rate will rise 
“ prom ptly” 
from 
1973 
levels 
and 
increase to a minimum issuance of 
60,000 visas a year. 
The question of Jewish emigration has 
held up congressional action granting 
the Soviet Union “ most favored nation" 
status—a 
position 
given 
the 
United 
States’ best trading partners. The bill 
has been held up by an amendment by 
Jackson 
requiring 
a 
change 
in

emigration policy. 


Compromise military aid 
bill for Turkey approved 


W ASHINGTON (U P I) - President 
Ford today signed into law compromise 
legislation 
under 
which 
American 
m ilitary aid to Turkey would continue 
until Dec. 10 if Turkey refrains from 
sending U.S. “ implements of w ar" to 
Cyprus. 
F ord 
said 
he 
had 
“ serious 
reservations" about the bill but signed it 
any way after a prolonged confrontation 
with Congress ended Thursday with the 
compromise 
Congress twice in the past two weeks 
passed stronger legislation but both 
times Ford vetoed the measures. The 
compromise allowed Congress to take a 
pre-election 
recess 
that 
had 
been 
delayed because of the Turkey issue. 
Ford in a statement made clear his 


distaste for the compromise. 
He said Congress has “ persisted by 
clear m ajorities in a course which I 
consider ill-advised and dangerous" be­ 
cause it threatens U.S. relations “ with a 
country which is a close ally, which is 
the eastern anchor of an alliance vital to 
the security of the United States and 
which plays a fundamental role in the 
strategic interests of the United States 
in the eastern Mediterranean area " 
Ford had almost no choice but to 
accept the compromise because the 
Turkish aid restrictions were contained 
in a resolution permitting a number of 
federal agencies to continue to spending 
funds at their old rates even though new

Housing construction bill 
signed by President Ford

Ford signed a bill today that will help 
finance $7 75 billion worth of housing 
construction Ford said the bill will give 
the depressed housing industry “ a shot 
in the arm "

Under 
the 
legislation, 
the federal 
government will be empowered to buy 
conventional 
home 
mortgages 
from 
savings and loan associations and other 
lending institutions and in this way can 
pump more home loan funds into the 
tight money market 
A number of leaders in the housing 


industry and construction unions along 
with members of Congress were in the 
Cabinet Room when Ford signed the bill. 
Ford said the bill will “ m aterially 
help the housing industry in turning the 
comer " The industry has fallen into a 
deep slump because the shortage of 
money has brought home construction 
close to a standstill. 
The government reported Thursday 
that home building has skidded by more 
than 50 per cent during the last 16 
months and fell 14 per cent between July 
and August. 
Shortly after taking office, Ford asked 
Congress to pass a sim ilar, although 
slightly less generous, bill.

Watergate cover-up trial jury today 
heard a tape recording in which form er 
President Richard M Nixon instructed 
John W. Dean to try to cut off the 
investigation of the Watergate burglary 
before 
it 
implicated 
White 
House 
personnel. 
The previously unreleased tape was 
made during a conversation on March 
17,1973, four days before the date Nixon 
once insisted he first learned the details 
of the burglary from Dean. 
A later portion of the same tape was 
released earlier in the White House 
transcripts, 
but 
it did 
not 
include 
Nixon’s instructions to Dean to lim it the 
investigation 
As Nixon and Dean talked that day 
about the burglary and the upcoming 
Senate Watergate committee hearings, 
Nixon said: “ I think what you’ve got to 
do, to the extent that you can, John, is 
cut her off at the pass ... (W atergate 
defendant G. Gordon) Liddy and his 
bunch just did this as part of their job.” 
Dean also told Nixon that form er 
Attorney General John N. Mitchell and 
then White House chief of staff H.R. 
Haldeman, both defendants in the trial, 
were involved in the cover-up. Nixon 
agreed on the tape that they were 
“ vulnerable." 
Later in the meeting, Dean told Nixon 
about the White House plumbers break- 
in at the Los Angeles office of D r Daniel 
Ellsberg’s psychiatrist. Nixon has said 
in the past that this was the first he 
learned of the Ellsberg break-in. 
"W hat in the world, what in the name 
of God was (John) Ehrlichman having 
something 
(u n in telligible) 
in 
the 
Ellsberg? This is the first I ever heard 
of this ... Jesus C hrist,” Nixon said on 
the tape. 
The 28-minute tape was played after 2- 
l/2 hours of testimony by Dean, form er 
White House counsel and Nixon’s chief 
accuser.

through a series of meetings he had with

Gillivray either deliberately 
avoided taking a stand on the 
tough issues of the day in 
Sacramento, or he just wasn’t 
in the Capitol to vote,” charged 
Senator Rains “ The people of 
this area want and demand 
representation.

expenses in local elections; a 
bill to prohibit the operation of 
motor vehicles after 1976 that 
do not meet emission control 
standards; a bill to extend

Dynamite was used in the 
earlier blasts and the explosive 
was also believed responsible 
for the recent damage, the FBI 
said 
FBI agent Robert Deni said 
evidence from the sites was 
being sent to Washington, D C., 
laboratories for analysis. 
The blasts caused no inter­ 
ruption of electrical service 
because power was quickly 
rerouted over other lines. 
“ We are pulling all stops on 
this thing," said Denz 
One blast late Wednesday 
toppled a 65-foot tower 50 miles 
east of Portland in rugged 
foothills of Mt. Hood 
Two 
other blasts destroyed two 
smaller towers 
about four 
miles further east in the dense 
woods. 
Four 
small 
fires 
started 
when the power lines fell were 
quickly extinguished. 
BPA, a federal agency, said a 
check of its lines Thursday 
revealed that two more steel 
towers 
southwest 
of 
The 
Dalles, Ore., 85 miles east of 
Portland, had been damaged by 
explosives. Another tower in 
the same area was found 
damaged later in the day. 
Replacement cost of the 
towers 
was 
estimated

Increase in inflation 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - The 
Commerce Department says 
inflation is increasing at a rate 
of 11.5 per cent and the nation's 
output of goods and services is 
in its longest decline in 14 
years. 
In a statement Thursday, the 
department said the Gross 
National Product, the sum of 
goods and services produced in 
the nation, declined 2.9 per cent 
in real terms for the third 
quarter of 1974 because of 
inflation. 
This plus a drop of 7 per cent 
in the first quarter and 1.6 per 
cent in the second quarter 
constituted the longest econom­ 
ic slump since 1960. 
The figures announced added 
to the debate on whether the 
country is in a recession. 
Arthur Bums, chairman of 
the Federal Reserve Board, 
this week said it was indeed a 


recession, 
but 
Commerce 
Secretary Frederick B. Dent 
Thursday disagreed, saying: 
“ What we have is sideways 
waffling.” 
A 
recession 
generally 
is 
viewed as ‘‘a temporary falloff 
of business activity . ” 
Dent said the country is not 
in a recession because the 
slump 
is 
not 
a 
“ general 
business decline.” 
It was largely confined to the 
auto 
industry 
in 
the first 
quarter. In the second quarter 
the decline was caused by a 
sharp 
price 
increase 
for 
imported oil. 
In the third quarter figures 
released Thursday, the Com­ 
merce Department said the 
decline resulted from housing, 
down 30.5 per cent; exports, 
down 
13.9 
per 
cent, 
and 
business inventories, for which 
percentages 
were 
not 


available, down $5 billion 
When the effects of inflation 
are included, the GNP in­ 
creased $27 8 billion to $1 412 
trillion. But inflation at an 
annual rate of 11.5 per cent in 
the July-September quarter, 
sent the real GNP into decline 
by 2 9 per cent. 
The 11.5 per cent inflation 
rate compared with 12.3 per 
cent in the first quarter of 1974 
and 9 3 per cent in the second 
quarter. 
The GNP figures released for 
the third quarter Thursday 
actually were based on data for 
only July and August. Dent said 
the results may differ when 
September is included 
One part of the September 
figure is already in. In a 
separate report, the Commerce 
Department 
Thursday 
said 
housing starts that month were 
unchanged from August. 


Sisters, 18, 20, victims 
of mysterious disease 


NORTHRIDGE, Calif. (U PI) 
— Two sisters, 18 and 20, 
dropped dead in college physi­ 
cal education classes within 10 
days of each other, apparently 
the victims of a mysterious 
disease which aged their hearts 
prematurely. 
Vicki Ann Penfold, 20, col­ 
lapsed and died Thursday while 
running up and down stairs in a 
warmup exercise at Cal State 
Northridge. 
On Oct. 7, her sister Janet, 
18. fell dead while jogging at 
Cal Poly San Luis Obispo 
Dr. Karl Kirschner, a pa­ 
thologist who performed the 
autopsy on Janet, said her 
heart tissue “ looked like that of 
a little old man that had been 
exposed to an awful lot of 
stress over the years.” 
Kirschner, 
who 
had 
just 
completed the autopsy, said 
Thursday he was not surprised 
to hear that her sister had died 
a similar death. 
They were the only children 
of Ted and Gertrude Penfold of 
Northridge. The parents said 


they had no history of heart 
disease. 
Kirchner said Janet died of 
“ obstructive cardiomyopathy,” 
describing it as “ a very, very 
mysterious disease 
... 
that 
occurs perhaps once in a 
million, or 10 million cases.” 
“ It 
seems 
that 
this 
is 
something genetic, a running 
out of time no matter where 
people are or what they’re 
doing,” 
he 
said. 
“ It isn’t 
unusual for people in the same 
family with the disease to die 
at nearly the same time, no 
matter where they are or what 
they’re doing.” 
The 
Los 
Angeles County 
coroner’s office scheduled an 
autopsy today to determine the 
cause of Vicki Ann’s death. 
Kirschner said he was “ sure 
her heart was just as involved 
(by the disease) as the heart ot 
her sister.” 
Medical checkups had turned 
up no indication of the disease, 
the girls' parents said, and both 
led normal, active lives. Janet 
was athletic, often swimming a 


mile 
a day, 
and 
recently 
completed a long backpacking 
trip. 
Janet was buried last Friday 
in Oakwood Memorial Park in 
Chatsworth Vicki Ann will be 
interred beside her Saturday.

transhipped from Turkey to 
Cyprus, 
After Dec 
10, aid can be 
resumed if Ford certifies that 
“ substantial 
progress” 
has 
been made toward a settlement 
and that U S military supplies 
are being used only for self- 
defense 
—tantamount 
to 
requiring Turkey to withdraw 
from Cyprus. 


The 
compromise 
on 
aid 
ended a confrontation between 
Ford and the Congress which

departments 
including Labor, Agriculture

as sugar prices go up

Sugar and spice and such 
things nice are being taken off 
restaurant tables for fear that 
customers caught up in the 
inflation pinch will steal all 
that's available 
“ Our customers will take all 
the free sugar they can get,” 
said a waitress for Chicago’s 
Cambridge House restaurant. 
“ We still keep sugar packets 
on the table, but we keep an eye 
on it to make sure it’s being 
used on our coffee of tea or 
whatever A lot of people come 
in and order milk or juice, then 
pack their pockets full of our 
sugar ” 
Other restaurants, especially 
the low-priced establishments, 
are not as generous 
“ Sugar is as expensive for us 
as for anybody else,” said a 
spokesman for a northwest 
Indiana restaurant chain. 
“ We just let people ask us for 
the 
sugar 
now 
Then 
the 
waitress gives them what they 
want. That way, we don’t have 
people helping themselves and 
taking the stuff home 
“ We even have people steal­ 
ing the salt and pepper, shakers 
and all, if we don’t keep an eye 
on them. Now our customers 
have to ask for the salt and 
pepper before it’s put on the 
table.” 
The high price of sugar —up

OAKLAND (U PI) — Three in row is 
as good as you can get, perfect, in fact, 
and that's precisely the type ball Oak 
land s battling A s played in the World 
Series to lay the comerstore for 
baseball’s newest dynasty 
When the New York Yankees won four 
consecutive world titles from 1936 
through 
1939, everybody considered 
them 
the 
most 
powerful 
baseball 
dynasty in history, and it was up to that 
point.

"because we did it in five Last year and 
the year before, it took us seven games 
to beat the Reds and Mets Maybe now 
people will give us credit for being a 
great team, because we are " 
There aren't many who will challenge 
that statement and certainly not the 
Dodgers, who made costly mistakes on 
the field and did most of the talking off 
it. 
"If they are smart," said Joe Rudi, 
whose seventh inning homer off Mike 
Marshall won Thursday's game, "they 


will learn something from this Sure, we 
fight a lot among ourselves, but we 
leave all that stuff in the clubhouse 
where it belongs On the field, we play 
baseball " 
"I think we learned a lot watching 
them," said Dodger Manager Walter 
Alston "There’s a certain part of this 
game you can't get from talking There 
are a few things you have to get on the 
playing field that nothing but experience 
will give you The A s showed us that."

Dick Green 
and Bando made the big defensive play 
that cut down Buckner and eventually 
the Dodgers 


"It’s not that difficult managing a 
team like this," said Alvin Dark, who as 
of the moment doesn t know if he will be 
back next year "I've said it 100 times 
before and I say it again, managers 
don't win baseball games, they only lose 
them 
These fellows played perfect 
baseball in this Series and that's why 
they are champions " 
Fingers picked up his second save of

Republican William Bagley and 
Democrat Kenneth Cory have 
occupied 
ringside 
seats

watching each other’s political 
career flourish over the past 
decade 
As longtime political rivals in 
the Assembly, both intimately 
know the other’s strengths and 
weaknesses 
For this reason, it is little 
wonder that their contest for 
state controller has become 
perhaps the most personal, 
invective-filled battle among 
the statewide Nov. 5 election 
campaigns 
Calling Cory “ unprincipled 
and illiberal," 
Bagley pro­ 
claims: "The one pervasive 
issue that supercedes all others 
is whether two Orange County 
entrepreneurs can buy them­ 
selves the controller’s office in 
this post-Watergate period of 
political morality." 
He is referring to the more 
than $500,000 in campaign loans 
and gifts Cory received from 
businessmen 
Richard 
J. 
O’Neill and Dr. Louis J. Celia 
Jr. 
“ Raw 
power 
can 
be 
extracted for a half a million 
dollars,” Bagley says. 
"It is absolute tomfoolery,” 
counters Cory, to suggest the 
two donors would try to benefit 
monetarily from his election 
"They are emotional contribu­ 
tors who give to a few people 
they believe in They are men 
of inordinate wealth." 


Then Cory counterattacks. 
He 
accuses 
Bagley 
of 
“personally benefiting from his 
legislative 
activities" 
in a 
“ blatant case of conflict of 
interest." 
Cory contends Bagley won 
legislative approval of special 
interest legislation for clients 
of his law firm while drawing 
$30,000 in salary from the 19- 
member firm 
Bagley denies it and adds: 
“ The black pot is trying to rub 
off some of its soot and grease 
on a clean kettle." 
Behind the biting, hyped-up 
exchanges are candidates with 
markedly different 
political 
records and styles 
Bagley, 46, is an affable, 
stocky and sometimes zany San 
Rafael lawmaker. The 14-year 
legislative veteran has been 
one 
of 
the 
most 
liberal 
Republicans in the Assembly 
and a respected negotiator 
between Gov Ronald Reagan 
and 
legislative 
Democrats, 
particularly on tax matters. 
Cory, 37, a lanky, handsome 
Orange County lawmaker, has 
become 
one 
of 
the 
most 
conservative Democrats in the 
Assembly. Before his election 
in the 1966 reapportionment, he 
served as an Assembly educa­ 
tion staff consultant and chief 
administrative officer of the 
Assembly. 
As controller, the winner will 
be the keeper of the state’s 
checkbook and a key member 
on several state commissions, 
including 
the 
stale 
Lands 
Commission, which controls 
drilling in state-owned offshore 
lands. 
Cory cites his successful 
drive to force oil companies to 
disclose closely guarded oil 


pricing information and pro­ 
claims in campaign literature 
that he "is the man the oil 
companies fear most " 


He declares he will “ bring 
the Lands Commission out of 
the back room and deal with oil 
companies at arms' length 
rather than acquiesce and let 
the oil companies run over top 
of them (commission mem­ 
bers)." 


But Bagley, who also pro­ 
mises to make the commission 
"truly independent," says Cory 
"has done absolutely nothing to 
engender the fear of the oil 
companies." 


Both candidates have accept­ 
ed 
campaign 
contributions 
from oil companies. 


Bagley promises to continue 
serving as a "middleman” in 
disputes between Republicans 
and Democrats if he is elected 


Cory 
pledges 
to 
provide 
frequent computer readouts on 
the state's fiscal situation so 
that leaders of both parties 
"can read the numbers and 
weep" 
instead 
of 
wasting 
legislative time over disputes 
on estimates of the state’s 
financial picture. 


"He may be one of the few 
beneficiaries of Watergate in­ 
stead of the goats simply 
because of Ken Cory’s attempt 
to buy the election with two 
contributors," he declares. 


" I ’m not ashamed of getting 
money 
from 
honest, 
rich 
Democrats," 
replies 
Cory 
“ Good, 
clean 
emotional 
money, that’s what it is.”

Citizens of Lompoc, 
This is a copy of a letter I have sent to 
the Lompoc City Council. If these are 
also your views on this problem, please 
let your voice be heard! 
“ Dear Council Members, 
This is a request to which I hope you 
will give serious consideration. I know 
that I speak for a vast majority of 
“ silent” Lompoc citizens who live near 
areas of open space. 
Before writing to you I have contacted 
the Lompoc police department and on 
their recommendation, the Department 
of Public Works, to see what could be 
done 
about 
the 
mini-bikes 
and 
motorcycles that disturb the peace of 
our neighborhood. I talked with Mr. 
Barry Gustafson in the Dept, of Public 
Works, who in turn contacted the City 
Attorney, and I was told that my best 
recourse was through the City Council. 
So with you rests our hopes for peace 
and quiet. 
My request is that the City Council 
pass an ordinance prohibiting the riding 
of motorized vehicles in open areas 
within the city limits and that citations 
be issued to offenders or to their parents 
if the offender is under age. 
This request is made after a summer 
of living with daily noise from the 
motorcyclists who have found that the 
outlet to the new city storm system at 


E, North Ave. and D ’ Streets is a 
perfect place for racing and stunt riding. 
On the weekends I have counted as 
many as sixteen (16 > bikes at one time 
and there have even been riders out 
there as late as 11:30 pm This is a daily 
occurence with two or three cyclists 
every afternoon, at least 
And the 
weekends are much worse The police 
have been nice enough to take time out 
from more pressing duties to chase the 
kids out when I have called, but they 
cannot issue citations and the children, 
who for the most part are between nine 
and eleven years of age, return as soon 
as they think it’s “ safe " 
Please help us, the majority, with this 
problem. Our right to enjoy the peace 
and privacy of our homes is being 
abridged. The cyclist has a right to 
enjoy his sport only if he is not 
infringing on the rights of others! 
Ordinances of the type I have suggested 
have worked in other cities, so it can 
work in ours. I know the parents of these 
young cyclists will 
be against an 
ordinance of this kind But it is my 
feeling that if they have provided their 
children with a vehicle these children 
are not legally of age to use on the 
streets, 
then 
they 
must 
take 
the 
responsibility of taking them to an area 
where they will not disturb other 
citizens 
and 
then 
supervise 
the 
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"Thanks — I needed that!"

Proposition 12 is one of

Our yes 
recommendation

measure is based primarily on 
the fact that it will shorten, 
modify and clarify an article 
that 
created 
the 
Public 
Utilities Commission which, 
until this time, even lawyers 
could not understand. This 
measure passed the Assembly 
66-0 and the Senate, 21-1 and is 
supported by the League of 
Women 
Voters 
and 
other 


groups 
interested 
in good 
government. 
There 
is 
no 
organized 
opposition 
We 
recommend a yes vote. 
Proposition 13 is a measure 
which really only concerns 
itself with San Diego County. 
San Diego County wants to be 
divided into more than one 
municipal court or justice 
court district because of its 
unusual geographic makeup. 
The problem stems from the 
fact that the city of San Diego 
stretches all the way from the 
Mexican border to Escondido 
and it is not possible to 
establish 
a 
compact 
municipal court system in the 
area, 
which 
includes four 
smaller cities as well as the 
extreme southern tip of San 
Diego. We feel that a more 
compact 
court 
system, 
regardless where, will better 
serve justice. We recommend 
a yes vote on Proposition 13.

3) In England now the people have 
spoken very firmly They have given the 
socialist government total power. A 
majority of the House of Commons is, in 
English terms, total power. Harold 
Wilson s problems, meanwhile, make 
our own, by contrast, nugatory. He has 
an inflation rate up near 20 per cent. The 
imbalance of trade has to be stopped, or 
else credit will be gone, absolutely. He 
has relied in the few months between the 
election in which he came in without a 
working majority, and this last election, 
on the rhetorical device — the “ social 
contract’ ’ with the labor unions. 
Translated, the social contract meant 
that the unions would behave for long 
enough to get Wilson re-elected with an 
absolute majority. The social contract is 


without strategic social 
substance 
Because even if England's labor unions 
didn’t 
increase 
over 
again 
their 
demands, 
their 
work 
habits, 
the 
bureaucratization of the 
productive 
machinery of England, the soaring 
demand for free social services, the 
impediments to economic ingenuity and 
the accumulation of wealth, condemn 
the economy to 
stagnation 
What 
England has which is of great potential 
value is oil, billions of barrels of it, in 
the North Sea. The banks are unwilling 
to accelerate the extraction of this oil, 
risking hundreds of millions of dollars, 
unless a reliable arrangement can be 
made to secure a profit for the 
investors. 
The oil 
may prove for 
Wilson's socialism that the fruit tree 
was to Tantalus: always here, always 
just out of reach. 
4) Which brings one to the thought that 
there is something to be said for another 
western 
democracy 
than 
our own 
heading for the final collision of forces. 
It is, of course, the collision between the 
human 
appetite, 
and 
human 
self- 
respect. 
The 
form er 
desires: 
everything, promising no correlative 
exertion. The latter insists that some 
things one never gives away: human 
freedom, which includes the freedom to 
accumulate 
property. 
Democratic 
socialism’s great historical vanity is 
that you can have it and eat it too. 
England will find out ahead of the 
United States, and what happens there 
will sober us here. It is a pity to have to 
learn from the ordeal of another people. 
But remember, it was a free election 
The CIA had nothing to do with it.

over sweet moderation. President Ford 
said the other day that no sovereign 
people can allow “ their policies to be 
dictated, or their fate decided by 
artificial 
rigging 
and distortion of 
commodity prices” in other nations. 
This is a nice thought but considering 
the source, is highly suspect. Ambrose 
Bierce once wrote that the “ hardest 
tumble one can make is to fall over his 
own bluff .” The world knows that a U.S. 
preaching trade justice is a U.S. asking 
others to do as it says, not does. 
Moreover, Ford would do well to keep 
the nation out of any principled talk 
against commodity influencing 
The 
country has for decades used its goods to 
muscle in on the policies of other 
societies. U.S. food, as illustration, has 
long been used to buy favors from or 
thwart actions of foreign countries. As 
recently as last summer American 
diplomats 
told 
the 
Bangladesh 
government that 
unless it stopped 
exporting certain goods to Cuba it would 
be ineligible to receive easy payment 
loans for American food Reluctantly, 
Bangladesh obeyed 
Even America’s mercy food, certainly 
as important as oil in the present 
discussion of international ethics, has 
often been packaged with suggestive 
strings. Until recently almost one-half 
of 
the 
nation’s 
Food 
For 
Peace 
shipments went to Southeast Asia, 
hardly an area of famine Now much of 
it goes to Chile and Egypt, also nations 
far from the verge of starvation. 


This 
isn’t 
to 
say 
that 
politics 
ramifications are tied to every potat 
we give away, but candid officials wh 
oversee such programs admit: “ Whe 
poeple overseas see our wheat sacks o 
the dock they must wonder what part c 
the national soul was used as th 
purchase price ” 


In sum, the traditional American viei 
of itself as bighearted is not shared b 
many other citizens of the world. An 
the statistics, too, dent the imagt 
According 
to the Organization 
fo 
E con o m ic 
Cooperation 
am 
Development, the United States give 
less than a quarter of one percent < 23 
of its Gross National Product in aid t 
other nations, and ranks only 14tl 
among 
member 
nations 
in 
sucl 
generosity. Tiny Sweden gives twice th 
proportional 
amount 
as 
the 
US 
Portugal gives three times the amount. 


And so it is that our nation, suddenl 
religious, will likely get nowhere urgin, 
the oil producers to use the compassioi 
we have often ignored As a high leve 
Iranian in Washington puts it: “ Look t< 
yourselves Does Ford Motor Compam 
use 
compassion 
in 
selling 
it 
automobiles? Does General Electro 
think of the poor people when it sets it; 
prices for refrigerators? No. And no 
But now you denounce us for doing onlj 
what you’ve been doing for generations 
So much for hypocrisy. As someom 
once said “ Affection lights a candle tc 
our defects and though it may gratify us 
it disgusts all others.” 
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
